The New Brockton Town

monthly meeting. 

Mayor Kathy Holley 
noted the council had been 
looking into the cost for 
putting a roof on the stor- 
age building located behind 
the town hall office. She 
‘said this would cost 
approximately $750, and 
council members approved 
a motion to proceed with 
this project. 

The mayor also noted 
that the cost for repairing 
lights at the town’s ballfield 
that ‘had recently been 
struck by lightning came in 
at $3,758.16. She said the 
town’s insurance would 
reimburse this cost for the 


damages, minus the town’s 
$1,000. Holley said’ the 
town would receive a check 
in the amount of $2,758.16 
from the insurance compa- 
ny regarding this matter. 

A quick look at the 
town’s financials for the 
month showed New 
Brockton had a balance of 
$205,433.42 in its general 
fund at the end of March. 
Revenues for the month 
totaled $55,889.71. 

Town clerk Debbie 
Andrews said the estimated 
cost for regular bills for the 
month of April was 
$17,356.42. She said these 
are estimated figures 
because not all ‘of the 
monthly bills had been 
received as of Monday 
evening’s meeting.

County E911 officials continue to address

During the Coffee 
County Commission meet- 
ing held Monday, March 
25, E911 officials updated 
commissioners on issues 
still ongoing with 
VoiceOver IP telephone 
systems. 

Officials said the bottom 
line is there are companies 
using the VoiceOver IP sys- 
tems that do not work prop- 
erly when attempting to 
place a 911 call. 

Marvin McILwain, E911 
coordinator for Coffee 
County, said there are com- 
panies that utilize the sys- 
tem in a proper manner and 


have their VoiceOver IP 
system set so that cus- 
tomers can contact 911 in 
case of an emergency. 
Unfortunately, there are 
still others that do not com- 
ply and when a customer 
tries to call 911 all he/she 
will get is busy signal. 
MclILwain said this is 
unacceptable, but the 911 
board is limited in what it 
can do to force any changes 
by these companies. 
MclILwain strongly sug- 
gested that any resident in 
Coffee County using a 
VoiceOver IP phone sys- 
tem, instead of having a 
landline telephone at home, 
check their pda to be

Pardon our complaining but a weekend of trying (and 
failing) to find something on the tube to watch left us 
upset. For many years a news program was our first, sec- 
ond and third choice of a ‘good’ TV program. Not any- 
more. It probably sells advertising because it attracts view- 
ers but they are ALL obsessed one way or the other with 
Donald Trump . . . . day and night! They are all either 
blasting him for breathing or praising him as their god. 
Opposing opinions don’t offend us until they get obnox- 
ious and both sides of this issue can, and do, get that way 
every day. One day we would like to see a tally of the num- 
ber of times the name “Donald Trump’ and/or those asso- 
ciated with him are mentioned just in a 24-hour period. 


Each year the people of Alabama get closer and closer to 
approving participation in the big national lottery games 
played (legally) weekly in all but a handful of states.

We have tried it 
both ways and the ‘folding’ plan is the only option that 
has worked every time. It will work for you every time. 
Granted, buying that ticket and dreaming of hitting the 
jackpot is exciting, but then the let-down can be sicken- 
ing if you think you really need that big wad of money to 
survive and your numbers don’t come up. But ah, the 
‘recreational’ aspect of “I just buy a few tickets for the 
entertainment factor” is hard to discount but so many 
who say that are actually in the group that can’t really 
afford to lose the little money they have. 


April is National Community College Month and the per- 
fect time for us to voice our strong support for the 
Alabama community college system.

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Flood Insurance questions answered 


Should I Buy 
Insurance? 

Flooding from Hurricane 
Michael resulted in more 
than 4,000 flood insurance 
claims being filed by 
Florida homeowners, busi- 
ness owners and renters 
who have flood insurance. 
Some Floridians who 
experienced losses did not 
have flood insurance. 
Why do I need flood 
insurance? 

Standard homeowner’s 
insurance policies do not 
cover floods. So, it’s wise 
to consider flood insurance 
even if you are not 
required to purchase it. 

Even if you live outside 
a high-risk flood zone, 
called a Special Flood 
Hazard Area, it’s a wise 
decision to buy flood 
insurance. In fact, statistics 
show that people who live 
outside high-risk areas file 
more than 25 percent of 
flood claims nationwide. 

It’s often said that wher- 
ever it rains, it can flood. 
So, while flood zones are 
specific geographic areas 
where there is a higher sta- 
tistical probability of a 
flood occurring; floods do 
occur elsewhere. For 
example, Florida, over the 
last five years, has exceed- 
ed that statistical probabil- 
ity, putting more homes 
and properties at risk than 
expected. 

FEMA calculations 
show that just three inches 
of floodwater in a home 
likely will require replac- 
ing drywall, baseboards, 
carpets, furniture and other 
necessary repairs. If you 
don’t have flood insur- 
ance, your likely out-of- 
pocket cost (based on a 
1500 square foot, one floor 
home) is estimated at 
approximately $15,000. 
For six inches of water, 
estimated loss jumps to an 
estimated approximately 
$23,000. 

Obviously, the deeper 
the floodwater, the more it 
will likely cost — 18 inches 
or more of water could 
mean repairs to the electri- 
cal system and the heating 
and cooling system. It also 
means replacing doors, 
appliances and cabinetry. 
The estimated cost of these 
repairs? $30,000. 

How does flood insur- 
ance work? 

If your community par- 
ticipates in the National 
Flood Insurance Program 
(NFIP), as a homeowner 
or a business, both build- 
ing and contents coverage 
can be included in your 
policy. Renters can get 
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coverage for contents only. 
Policies issued by the 
NFIP pay even if a federal 
disaster is not declared. 

States recently impacted 
by hurricanes, the NFIP 
streamlined the claims 
process, enabling policy- 
holders to receive advance 
payments to jump-start 
their rebuilding. 
Policyholders were able to 
get advance payments up 
to $5,000 without an 
adjuster visit or additional 
documentation. Some 
received advance pay- 
ments of up to $20,000 if 
they had photos/video evi- 
dence and receipts or a 
contractor’s estimate. 

A Preferred Risk Policy 
(a lower-cost flood insur- 
ance policy) provides both 
building and contents cov- 
erage for properties in 


moderate-to-low risk 
areas. 
When should I buy a pol- 


icy? As soon as possible. 


There’s a waiting period. 

A new insurance policy 
from NFIP becomes effec- 
tive 30 days after you buy 
it, unless the purchase is 
associated with the origi- 
nation, renewal or exten- 
sion of a federally backed 
loan on property in a high- 
risk area. 

Can I get flood insurance 
if I'm renting a proper- 
ty? 

Yes. If you live in a com- 
munity that participates in 
NFIP and you are a renter, 
you can get flood insur- 
ance to cover the contents 
of your home, apartment 
or business at a rented 
location. 

How much does a poli- 
cy cost? Your insurance 
agent can talk with you 
about cost of coverage for 
your property. There are 
ways to lower your cost 
and your insurance agent 
can discuss your options. 

NFIP policy holders can 


choose their amount of 
coverage. 

How much will I get 
from NFIP after my 
building or contents are 
damaged by a flood? 

The amount paid to the 
policyholder on a home- 
owner’s flood insurance 
policy will cover only the 
cost of actual damage 
caused by the flood. 

The amount paid on con- 
tents will cover only actual 
losses caused by the flood. 

The amount paid to busi- 
nesses covered for struc- 
ture and contents will be 
only for actual losses by 
the flood. 

Where can I buy flood 
insurance? 

You can buy flood insur- 
ance by contacting your 
insurance company or 
agent.

College Month, now is a 
good time to reflect on the 
many) ways community 
colleges can impact lives. 

According to the Census 
Bureau, those holding an 
associate degree earn about 
$400,000 more in a life- 
time than those with a high 
school diploma. Associate 
degrees generally require 
60 semester credits of 
study, which equals to 
about} 20 college courses. 
LBW Community College, 
one of 24 community and 
technical colleges in the 
Alabama Community 
College System, offers 
associate degrees in art, 
science, and applied sci- 
ence. 

Now more than ever, a 

college credential is impor- 

tant in obtaining a job and 
increasing earning poten- 
tial. A Georgetown 
University report on job 
growth and education 
requirements estimates 65 
percent of all jobs will 
require postsecondary edu- 
cation or training beyond 
high school in 2020. 


requirements for advanced 
skills increase. In addition 
to computer-related skills, 
employers now seek cogni- 
tive skills such as commu- 
nication and analytics from 
job applicants rather than 
physical skills traditionally 
associated with manufac- 
turing. In LBWCC’s career 
technical training pro- 
grams, faculty have field 
experience and students 
benefit from hands-on 
learning. 

High school students can 
begin dual enrollment, 
earning both high school 
and college credits, begin- 
ning the fall of their sopho- 
more year. This results in 
getting a major head start 
on their academic college 
credits before transferring 
to a four-year university, or 
being trained in one of sev- 
eral career technical pro- 
grams and gaining the 
skills needed to enter the 
workforce earlier.

Pathways, and WorkKeys 
National Career Readiness 
Certificate. LBWCC offers 
adult education in 
Andalusia, Opp, Florala, 
Luverne, and Greenville. 

For existing business 
and industry, LBWCC pro- 
vides customized training 
for employees through the 
workforce development 
division. 

Several short-term skills 
training programs became 
available for the first time 
this year through LBWCC. 
These programs, which are 
non-credit training courses 
supported by Workforce 
Innovation and 
Opportunity Act (WIOA) 
funds, included industrial 
welding, medical assistant, 
veterinary assistant, dental 
assistant, and pharmacy 
technician. Planning is 
underway for repeat or 
additional programs such 
as these, which can be 
completed in two, three, or 
four months.

This past Sunday we found ourselves situated in the mid- 
dle of the season of Lent, a forty day season of preparation 
for Easter. Lent is an odd and dark season. Christians for 
thousands of years fast from certain rich and sweet foods 
or abstain from eating meat or anything at all on certain 
days. Many churches do not allow flowers to be placed in 
the church or leven for weddings to occur during this time. 
Additionally, |the word, “Alleluia” is not sung or spoken, 
because of the solemness of the season. If Easter is the 
mountain top|and joyous part of the yearly journey, then 
Lent is the valley of the shadow of death you have to pass 
through to get there. 

Yet, this pdst Sunday, in the midst of the valley was a 
time of reprieve.

BEIT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALA- 
BAMA: 

Section 1. In Coffee 
County, in addition to all 
other taxes imposed by law, 
there is levied a privilege or 
license tax in the amount 
herein prescribed upon 
every person, firm, or cor- 
poration within the county 
engaging in the business of 
renting or furnishing any 
room or rooms, lodging, or 
accommodations to a tran- 
sient in any hotel, motel, 
inn, tourist camp, tourist 
cabin, or any other place in 
which rooms, lodgings, or 
accommodations are regu- 
larly furnished to transients 
for a consideration. The 
amount of the tax shall be 
equal to four percent of the
